THE GOVERNMENT PRINTER.

ARBITRARY AND UNFAIR DECISIONS BY HE 

BOARD — NO OUTRAGES OB INTIMIDATION 

SHOWN. f 

Following is the full report of the Sub-Com- 
mittee appointed to investigate Louisiana affairs, 
an abstract of which appeared in our issue of 
Saturday: 

In pursuance of the order of the General Com- 
mittee, of Dec. 22, the undersigned visited New 
Orleans, and there proceeded with all diligence 
to the examination directed by the Committee. 
During the eight dans ‘hey remained there they 
were attended throughout their sessions, which 
were public, by the counsel of the Republican 
and Oonservative State Committees. In that 
period they examined ever ninety-five wilt- 
nesses, besides taking a large amount of 
documentary eviience, amounting in 
all, it is estimated, to more than 1,500 
printed pages. In view of the exigency that 
now @xists in the affairs of that State, and of the 
delay of weeks which must elapse before that 
testimony can be written ous and printed, your 
Committee has determined to state the conclu- 
sions at which they have arrived, 80 far aa they 
are upapimous iu rtacbhig their conclusions, 
The Committee unde no 
the election of 1872. Much evid ende bus already 
been taken by other commilttees of Congress up- 
on that question, and the time allowed both for 
their action and for the session of Congrces 
seemed to be too short to gall for their then en- 
tering-on that investigation. They announced 
this conclusion, and that, thereforé, they would 
first proceed to an exemination of the acts of the 
Returning Board of the State in respect of the 
late election, and then to an inquiry in reference 
to the White League. 

ILLEGAL OONSTITUTION OF THE RETURNING- 
LOARD. 

The law provides that the Board shall consist 
of five persons representiog all parties. It con- 
sisted at the opening of their last session of five 
Republicans, upon the resignation of one of 
whom (Gen. Longstrent) Mr. Arroyo, a Conserva- 
tive, was taken to All the vacancy, After pro- 
testing against the action of the Board in secret 
session, Mr. Arroyo rosigned before the conclu- 
sion of the labors of the Board, and his place was 
not filled, go that, as your Committee think, the 
law as to the constitution of the Board was not 
ocmplied with. 

THE ENGIETRATION AND FLECTION LAWS. 

The election laws of Louisiana provide for a 
Sapervicorof Registrauon, who appoints his own 
deputies for each ward in New Orieans, and for 
one Supervisor of Registratio;, for each parish 
in the State. The officers were all ap- 
pointed wy Gov. Kellogg. In addition . to 
these Supervisors, che Police durors, the 
local authorities of the ‘parishés, appointed 
three Commissioners of Election for each poll in 
the parish, and theré were also two United States 
Supervisors, appointed by the District Judge of 
the United States for each poll. The law further 
provided that, ic case of such violence, intimida- 
tion, or corruption, at cr near either poll, either 
during registration or election, preventing a fair, 
free, peaceable, and full vote, the Commissioners 
of Election if the occurrence was on clection 
day, the Supervisors of Registration if on the 
day of registration, shold make 6 fall 
verified statement of the ~.currence, forward 
the same with and aut exed to the returns; and 
further provided that v hen the Returning Board, 
in canvassing the returns, should come to any 
poll where the returns were accompanied by 
such a protest they shonid not canvass, count, or 
compile the statement of voters from euch poll 
until the statements fiom all other polls had 
been on astzed and compiled. The Conservative 
counsel objected that the Board on reaching the 
returns from such protested polls read and became 
informed of those ret urus before laying them 
aside to take up the ocher polis.

The counsel for the 
Democratic Committee testified that they had no 
opportunity to contradict the statemeuts of this 
paper; that they had never seep or known of it 
before, and that upon an examination of the 
papers before the Board when the proofs closed 
it Was not among them. The counsel for the 
Republican Committee reserved the right to 
make explanation upon this) point, but offered 
none. Ihe affidavit was dated —— day of De- 
cember, 1874. It appears that Gov. Wells was 
not himself in the parish on the day of the elec- 
tion, and though at the opening of the first ses- 
mon your Committee declared their in- 
tention to examine into the action of the Re- 
turning Board, Gov. Wells never came forward 
na a witness. At the dlose of our proceedings 
leave was asked that his deposition might be 
given. This was declined, and Mr. Wells was 
invited to appear before the Committee, but he 
never came. Leave was also given for takin 

his testimony by a Commissioner, if he declin 

to appear, but this was not availed of. Your 
Committee, therefore, are constrained to declare 
that the action of the Returuing Board in the 
rejection of these returns in the Parish of 
Rapides, and giving the seats for that parish to 
the Republican candidates, was arbitrary, unfair, 
and without warrant of law. If the Committee 
were to go behind the papers before the Board 
aod consider the alleged charge of intimidation 
upon the proofa before the Committee, their 
finding would necessarily be the same.

Enery ofticials had usurped the offices of the 
parish, and thereby iotimidated voters.

INTIMIDATION. 

It so happens that this parish was taken asa 
sample perish of intimidation, many witnesses 
from which, of both parties, were examined with 
reference to it. They show beyond question 
that there wae a free, full, fair, and peaceable 
election and registration there; there was po 
evidence of any intimidation ef voters practiced 
ou the da? of election. Although it was assert od 
that intimidation of colored men before the elec- 
tion had been eifected, by threats of refusal to 
employ them, er to discharge tliem if they voted 
the Republican ticket, nb evidence either of 
discharge or of refusal to employ was produced. 
Certain witnesses thomselves, every one an 
office-holder, testified generally to such action; 
but hardly any one was able to specify a single 
instance in which he heard any employer 
so threaten or discharge any voter, or 
knew of any employe ing so threatened 
or discharged. Not one single colored man 
throughout the entire parish was produced to 
testify either to such a threat, or to the execution 
of such @ purpose, whether before or after the 
election. The action of the Returning Board in 
the Parish of Rapides alone changed the politi- 
cal complexion of the Lower House, and their 
action in the cther parishes was equally objec- 
tioriable. For instance, in Iberia Parish it was 
claimed before your Committee that the vote by 
Poll No. Lin that parish had been rejected on 
account of intimidation, but the papers pro- 
duced by the Clerk of the Board showed no such 
proof Whatever. One of the counsel (Mr. Ray) 
produced some affidevits, which he declared had 

en submitted to the Board by another of the 
the counsel (Gen. Campbell). o Conservative 
counsel insisted that these papers had never 
been before the Board, when the opnortunity 
was given the Republican counsel to show that 
the paper bad been submitted, but the testi- 
mony offered for that purpose by them so 
far, however, from establiehing that fact, estab- 
lished the reverse. It was then asserted that 
the returns were rejected because the accounts 
of the election were not delivered to the Super- 
visor of Registration within twenty-four bours 
after the close of the election, which was 6 
o'clock on the 3d day of November; whereas, it 
appeared that both m the morning and afternoon 
of the 8d of November search was made for this 
Supervisor of Registration for that parish, in 
order to deliver to him thesereturms, and he was 
not to be found until after 6 o’a ; but that, 
an soon as he could be f on the evening of 
that day, they were offered to him, and again 
the pext morning, but were refußed to be re- 
ceived. Yet thie same Supervisor of Registra- 
tion received other Republi 
had refused to receive these Conservative ones 
on the ground that they were

Dunkin and El- 
Lis, assistants at the Royal Observatory, Green- 
wich. No caloulations have yet been completed 
at Kew Observatory. The computations as 
given were made only upon the basis of mo- 
ments Of eternal and internal contacts as re 
ported from different points of observation, and 
may be considerably modified when photographie 
and micrometic measurements are taken into ac- 
count.” |

The Davenport & St. Paul Railroad has got an- 
other kink in its judicial muddle.

He probably won't be much 
of a Receiver, which is very much like the Re- 
evivership op the Burlington & Southwestern 
Railroad. A State Board apppinted a Receiver in 
the interest of cértain creditors. B. R Ward 
came into the Federai Oourte and asked for a 
Receiver in the interest of certain bondholders, 
whereupon the Federal Court appointed Ged. 
Baker Receiver of whatever 2 or proceeds 
of the Company he eduid find, which the other 
Receiver did not claim.

An interesting paper on a new road-syster:, 
galled The Rollway,” was read by Stallman A. 
Clemens, of No. 328 West Lake street, at the last 
meeting of the Civil Bugineers’ Club of the 
Northwest. It is as follows : 

While recognizing the sid to our civilization 
afforded by railways, the thoughtful observer 
will not be satisfied with the leading mecbanical 
ebaracteristics of the railway-syetem. These are 

too costly of construction and operation, are 
eee tn their violent interactions 
dangerous to life and ‘pfoperty in transit, and, 
in important respecta, they fail to fitly illustrate 
the best adaptation of simple means to great 
ends. 

To devise a better system of land transporta- 
tion, devoid of these objections, and having the 
approved advantages of railways, has been re- 

as a problem oo less important than dif- 
cult of solution. Such a system, to be a worthy 
rival and substitute, should be cheaper of con- 
struction, equipment, and operation than 
railways,—be more durable, and less dangerous 
to persons and freight conveyed, while affording 
equal trefiie capacity, apd not leas speed of 


transit. 

All these indicated pointe of advantage seem 
to be reasonshly claimed for a proposed new 
road-system, called the Roll way, invented by the 
writer, the leading details of which are described 
asfoillows: — 

DESCHIPTION OF THE ROLLWAY.

THE “GIGANTIC FRAUD’’ IN LOUISIANA. 
There can be no longer any question as to 
the facts of the occurrence at New Orleans 
on the ich of January. The attempted revo- 
lution by the Democrats, aided at first by the 
interference of the military upon their invita- 
tion, was frustrated in the end by the like in- 
terference upon the request pf the Governor 
and the Republicans of the Legislature. ‘ibe 
whole country has settled down to the con- 


viction, so forcibly stated by the President, 


that, while interference by the General Gov- 
ernment in a case not involving rebellion or 
insurrection ought not to be permitted or 
justified, still there were “ cirpumstances 
connected with the late legislative imbroglio 
in Louisiana which seem to exempt the mili- 
tary from any intentional wrong in the mat- 
ter.” 

That special matter disposed of, there re- 
mains, however, the ghastly spectacle of a 
State Government in Louisiana which ex- 
ists from hour to hour only by the force of 
Federal bayonets. What is this Stato Gov- 
ernment, and how did it originate? In 1872 
there was an election for Presidential Elect- 
ors, Governor, and State officers and Legisla- 
ture, in that State. Both parties claimed to 
have elected their ticket. Congress, in Feb- 
ruary following, réfused to count the elector- 
al vote of the State. The existing Governor 
of that State was deposed by a Legislature in- 
stalled in office by Federal troops, acting un- 
der the authority of an order by a Jadge of 
the Federal Court of New Orleans. Under 
the same authority, what is called me K- 
0 State Government” was declared elect 
ed. The Senate of the United Sts tes ro- 
ferred this matter to a Committee of seven 
Senators, all of whom were acknowledged 
Republicans except Mr. Tuumnutz. That 
Committee, after a thorough investigation, 
made a report in February, 1873. They find 
that the Kro Government was counted 
in by a Board of Canvassers, of whom the 
Committee say :

Now comes the election of 1874. Here we 
have the deliberate judgment of Messrs.

The Republican candidate for Treasurer 
was a colored man. The State Board con- 
cede by their official report a Democratic ma- 
jority of 4,162 for Congress, and claim a Re- 
publican State Treasurer by 901, and a Re- 
publican Legislature, Now, the Democrats 
mainly sought the election of the members of 
the Legislature; to that they devoted their 
whole strength. Yet the Returning Board, 
conceding that the Democrats had carried the 
State by over 4,000 majority for Congress, 
counted out a Democratic majority, which 
had anquestionably been elected,in the Legis- 
lature.

| This table furnishes about as much food 
for thought as the salaries represented on it 
do food for Postmasters.. The prices of 
about everything except Postmasters have 
steadily dedlined since 1867. Meanwhile, 
the Congressmen who used these offices as 
rewards for their henchmen have slyly tacked 
on one or two hundred doliars to the salaries, 
year after year, as the annual Appropriation 
bill came up, until at last we have this ex- 
hibit. It is true not only of New England, 
but of the country at large.

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 PROPOSZD COUNTY REFORMS. 

The great ¢vil of the “‘ township organiza- 
tion in large cities is glaringly exhibited in 
the manner of assessing and collecting taxes. 
Chicago has three towns within its limits, 
and in each of these a Supervisor, Clerk, As- 
sessor, and Collector are elected every spring 
by a mob of tax-eating Dummers collected 
together for thet purpose. This election oc- 
curring by itself, and being purely local in 
character, the control is given over ex- 
clusively to the rotten bummer element, who 
invariably select men from their own ¢or- 
rupt number to assess and collect the county 
taxes. Then the same mob proceeds to vote 
from 640,000 to $50,000 in each town 
to pay the banumiers they have elected for 
two or three weeks’ or months’ maladministra- 
tion of office. Among the reforms proposed 
for Odok County is an abandonment of this 
swindling systera and a return to the County 
Commissioner system, which we already have, 
as a matter of fact, in the Board of fifteen 
Commissioners provided for Cook County by 
the Constitution. This change must be made 
by a vote of the people. The statutes pro- 
vide that the question may be submitted to a 
popular vote at any general election, and the 
County Board is authorized and required to 
submit it on petition of fifty or more legal 
voters in the county. Our next general elec- 
tion d next fall, when a County Treasurer is 
to be chosen, and the question will then be 
submitted to the people of Cook County in 
all probability. It certainly ought to be. 

There are some objections to the applica- 
tion of the County Commissioner system, as 
now fixed by statute, to counties which con- 
tain large cities, One of theseis, that no 

ion is made for the election of a County 
Assessor, leaving the assessment in the hands 
of the County Board. To remedy this, the 
Citizens’ Association have prepared a bill au- 
tharizing counties containing more than 
50,000 inhabitants to elect a County Assessor 
every four years. Under the present law, 
too, in counties not- under the township or- 
ganization the Sheriff is ar- Collector. 
This would be impracticable in Cook County 
aiid other large counties, and the Citizens’ 
Association likewise recommend an amend- 
ment to the Revenue law making the County

To the Baitor of The Chacago Trioune; 

Curcaeo, Jan. 16, 1875.—In Tus Tune of 
this date we find published an acoounmt of our 
arraignment before the Grand Jury, and ap- 
pended thereto is a very touching story of a 
ruined Rome, with which our names are con- 
nected in no enviable light.

Mr. Coolbaugh—I do not expect the contrac- 
tion will go so far. the eountry now has more 
money than it needs and could stand a reduc- 
tion. What we wart, and must have, in my 
opinion, before resunption becomes possible, ie 
a uniform curreocy—eiiher withdraw the Na- 
tionai-Bank notes aul substitute Treasury notes, 
or vice versa—it don't make much difference 
which is adopted a: the cw rency. I have an- 
other reason still fornot antici, aimg much beue- 
fit from the law jut passed.

Mr. Nickerson—Inthe case of the larger banks 
in the great business centres, and those having 
the largest circulation, the tendency will be to 
retire their notes, and in that way a larger 
amount in the aggrerate will be withdrawn than 
will be added by thestarting of new banks. The 
First Natioual has a rirculation of $600,000, and 
its policy will be to withdraw a considerable 
ane, as, with a phspect of adecline in the 
value of our bonds, md of a definite time for re- 
deeming our notes in legal tenders at par with 
gold, there is not much inducement to keep up 
dur circulation.
